the making of reports, with his office 
business and many other details. 


And .yet for this the county super- 


intendent receives • only $1,400 a year, 
one of the poorest paid among our 
county offices—an office that requires 
a higher standard of education tiiau.

your income. This hurts us as much as it 'Iocs you, 
&c., &C." The young man was wroth at thc benevo- 
lent shuffling, but he could make no.further headway. 


The secret reason for this particular refusal was Ihc 


fact that tho young man was found to be infatualerl 
with a young wonian of thc stage whose affections 
are notoriously unstable. There' might be a quarrel 
and the young man, being tempera mental, might de- 
cide to remove himself permanently from the possi- 
bility of temptation. 


A reputable company is uot likely l<> insure if its

Insurance business nowadays are intelligent, highly 
trained and honorable. Life Insurance is a profes- 
sion. Most agents have a loyalty to their companies. 
and their ealling that supersedes their personal inter- 
ests. Mr. Thomas Wilson,''of the Kquitable, relates an 
incident that indicates the attitude of the high class 
agent. 


Mr. George A. Mound, of the Equitable staff, Inter- 


viewed a prominent lawyer about a year ago on the 
subject of insurance. The. lawyer was scarcely into 
middle age and .had a large .practice, and when Mr. 
Monort sained bis consent to a ?40,000 policy he saw 
reason to feel satisfied. 'After a satisfactory esamina-

Now 
Mr. Monod would have been perfectly within his rights 
if he had accepted the money and delivered the policy.

FERTILIZERS 


WITH SOILING CROPS 


The Application of a Moderate 


Amount of Commercial Fertilizer 


Is Found to Be Profitable. 


By R. B. Rushinc. 


My experience with using commer- 


cial fertilizers and soiling crops as a 
substitute for stable manure, especial- 
ly for supplying humus to the worn- 
out soil, has been very favorable. And 
I am led to believe that the plan will 
be adopted more In the future, as wa 
must have humus from other sources 
than Just stable manure. 


Of coursn manure can be produced 


In very large quantities, but 
every 


man with a very large farm cannot 
produce sufficient stable manure to go 
nil over the farm, and consequently, 
they must look to other sources. 


A good grade of manure can be pro- 


duced at home in the form of soiling 
crops and by adding some commercial 
fertilizer to produce extra growth, It 
will be found very satisfactory. 


If clover, co'wpeas. ar.d other le- 


gumes are grown and plowed under, 
they will add a large quality of nitro- 
gen, having taken it from the air. 


v 
This, therefore, is a great gain, be- 


cause nitrogen is the most costly in- 
gredient of any manure. Then If wo 
can add humus, and nitrogen, with 
small cost, will it not be easy to sup- 
ply the other necessary 
Ingredients 


without much cost. 


If, however, nitrogen is to be added 


in commercial form, whlc'.i I 'have 
found Is often a wise thing to do in 
forcing a rnpjd growth, there Is no 
form which I think will act more 
quickly, and In which it may be had 
more cheaply than In nitrate of soda. 


This, however, should lie put on 


shortly before it Is expected to be ta- 
ken up by the plants or trees, as it Is 
very soluble and oaslly lost if not soon 
appropriated by the growing crops. 


It Is well to make two applications 


In one season; one in the early part 
and the other later on, when 
the 


growth Is almost at its height. It will 
'ihen cause 
a. remarkably vigorous 


growth. 


If next spring your stand of rye Is 


a little thin. BOW four or five pounds 
of rap« teed per acre early and after- 
ward give one or two strokes with the 
harrow. There need be but Uttle fear 
of dragging out the rye, as the crop ta 
deeply rooted and the harrow will 
have but little Injurious effect. 
Of 


course If the rye Is pastured close the i 
young rape plants will be nipped off 
when they are very tender, and this 
may Interfere with a rank summer or 
fall growth; but, on the other hand. If 
the rye is not pastured too closely the 
rape In all likelihood will make a fair- 
ly strong stand.

PREFERS BARRELS TO BOXES 


FOR FRUIT. 


Nitrate of soda should not be put on 


the land In the fall or winter, except 
In the case of winter crops for pas- 
ture, for it would be largely lost in 
the drainage water before the time 
for the crop to use it. 


Cotton seed meal, dried bone, fish 


scraps, etc., all have considerable pro- 
portions of nitrogen in them and are 
good manures, but they dissolve slow- 
ly and should be applied several weeks 
or even months before they are ex- 
pected to act on the crops. 


Phosphoric acid is another necessa- 


ry part of any complete manure, and 
should be used in growing, soiling 
crops or directly upon the orchards, 
vineyards, berry fields, and, in fact, 
almost everywhere that stuff is grown. 


It Is abundantly found in bones and 


phosphate rock. The dissolved forms, 
however, are much more available 
than those -which are merely ground 
or crushed. 
. I have for several years tried the 
growing; of soiling crops on my farm 
with the addition of fertilizers, -which 
I think most adapted to my soil,'and I 
find I am able to enrich much more 
land than would be the case were.I to 
flepend entirely on the barnyard ma- 
nures alone.

The 
protectors should be pressed Into the 
ground deep enough to prevent the 
mice from crawling under. Personally 
I prefer wire screening, but in case 
tarred paper is used it should be 
promptly removed in the spring to 
prevent Injury from scalding. 


If your young trees were mulched 


last fall and not properly protected 
from mice and rabbits, you will prob- 
ably be surprised when you visit the 
orchard to find that many of them 
have been ruined. 
Mulch is a good

good thing for mice, as It affords them 
the best protection during the winter 
and they gather in large 
numbers

POULTRY NOTES. 


DIFFICULTIES OF SKTJNTC 


FARMING. 


Regarding skunk farming a' reader 


has this to say: 


My brother 
kept several skunks 


over one summer In order to learn 
their habits and possibly to grow 
some for their fur. 


Everything went well until he care- 


lessly left a board leaning against the 
fence from the inside and the skunks 
no sooner discovered -this than they 
climbed up and dropped down from 
the top of the fence to the outside. 


A fairly low fence will enclose them 


if nothing is left leaning against it 
and a plank is put flat just under 
the ground clear around the fence. 


When the skunks undertake to dig 


out of the pen they they go close to 
tho wall and dig down and it they 
come to a solid board lying flat on 
the ground under the surface they 
become discouraged and quit mining 
for liberty. 


Skunks will eat scraps of bread, 


meat or almost any refuse from the 
table. They will also feast on almost 
any dead carcasses and will do well 
In confinement and soon become quite 
tame. 


They will not cause disagreeable 


odors it dogs are kept away and the 
one who cares for them Is careful not 
to excite them. 


They may be kept at a profit but I 


think there are many discouragements 
which the keeper is likely to meet, 
with before they will yield much 


The man who takes proper care of 


his brood sows before hand IB the one 
who has the largest measure of suc- 
cess 'at farrowing time. 


' If a sow is kept in a small, dry lot 
the ground Is apt to become filthy and 
Inoculated with disease germs, but If 
kept In a pen the ground should be 
disinfected 
frequently.
